THE MAYOR'S PROCLAMATION-OFFICERS ACTIVE 


The Authorities to Warn the Crusaders to Stay Out 


of the County—Governor's Representatives 


in Decatur—Strikers to Camp at Nian- 


tie Tonight—4»o ln the

The Governor's Position. 


There Is good cause for the officers of 


Dceatur and the people generally to be 
feverish and nervous as the proposed In- 
vasion of the county by a large body of 
striking miners from outside towns nears 
realization. The strikers are on their 
way to Decatur by preconcerted action 
from various points-Springfield, Taylor- 
vllle, Lincoln, Mt. Pulaski, Rlvertoa, 
Dawson and other sections. It is expect- 
ed that the party will arrive at Kiantlo 
this evening about dusk, and that there 
will be about 400 men in the regiment. 
They will go into oamp at Nlantio, hold 
a meeting, get the men at the Nlantio 
mine to quit If possible, and then march

They will do 
all this if they disobey the commands of 
the sheriff to stay out of the county, and 
no force is used to keep the Invaders out 
of the county. In case the sheriff ex- 
hausts his power and fulls to enforce obe- 
dience to tbe law then the governor will 
act, in which case tbe strikers will be 
compelled to disperse and they may not 
reach Decatur at all. Co'. B. B. Bay, 
representing Governor Tanner, was at Nl- 
antio this morning early, and came on to 
Deoatur just before noon. He came here 
to see the mine owners and the officers of 
the law. He has also seen Mayor Taylor, 
and will take a look at the location of the 
two mines here. While at Niantlo he ad- 
vised the village officers to see that tbe 
saloons there are closed this evening at 6 
o'clock. Mr. Boy says as soon as he sees 
tbat tbe sheriff here has done all posslb'e 
in bis power to enforce the law, and be 
fails, then the governor will act promptly 
" The Law as to the Present Situation. 


In making their preparations for the 


preservation of the peace, to prevent trou- 
ble to protect property, etc , the officers 
called npon State's Attorney Mills to be 
Informed as to what they should do and 
under what sections of the criminal code 


of all persons present, In arresting and 
securing the persons so unlawfully assem- 
bled; and every person refusing to dis- 
perse or to assist as aforesaid, shall be 
deemed one of snob unlawful assembly, 
and shall be fined not exceeding »BOO, and 
confined in the county jail not exoeedlng 
one year; and each such officer having 
notice of such unlawful assembly, and re 
fusing or neglecting to do his duty In re- 
lation thereto, as aforesaid, shall be fined 
not exceeding $300." 


In conformity with the foregoing pro- 


visions of tha law Sheriff Nicholson has 
engaged about 100 men who have been 
sworn in as deputy sheriffs, and if more 
are needed they can be secured. 


At a late hour last night after 16 was 


telephoned to Decatur from Springfield by 
Sheriff Baxter that about 150 miners of 
that olty would start in a body for Deca- 
tur this morning, with a wagon and a 
martial band, Sheriff Nicholson, Marshal 
Mason, State's Attorney Mills and City 
Attorney Lee held a consultation as to 
the proper plan of action, and later Mayor 
Taylor issued bis proclamation, which 
is as follows: 


Mayor's Proclamation. 


Whereas, Notice has been received that

"Governor Tanner Is determine* that 


the strike ot coal minere shall not lead to 
lawlessness In the state ef Illinois.

B. Bay will leave tomorrow morning for 
Nlantio and Deoatur as the governor's 
Bpeolal representative to Investigate and 
report upon the situation as those pplnts. 
Mr. Ray will first go to Nlantio, and 
after viewing the situation there and no- 
tifying the strikers and operators of the 
governor's attitude In the matter will pro- 
ceed to Deoatur and notify them there. 
He will remain at Deoatur as long as the 
situation seems to warrant. 


"The governor gave Mr. Bay his final 


instructions tonight. The men at work 
will be guaranteed protection; all vio- 
lance and infractions of the law will be 
promptly dealt with, and tbe laws must 
bo observed at all hazards. 
Operators, 


strikers and working miners will be pro- 
tected alike and no discrimination will be 
made. Gubernatorial interference will 
not be made until all local endeavors shall 
have been exhausted and tbe local author 
Ities find themselves absolutely unable to 
enforce the laws. After that the gover- 
nor will assume charge, but not until 
that time bball have arrived will he Inter- 


fere. 
"Mr. Kay is Instructed to use concilia- 


tory tactics-and have peace and harmony 
prevail. Sheriffs will be requested not to 
maintain too large forces, as large num- 
bers would Incite radical measures. Dep- 
uties must be sworn In in sufflolent num- 
bers to preserve tbe peace only, and not to 
awe the strikers. 


"Miners from Springfield, Lincoln, Mo-

smaller mining places will march for De- 
catur early tomorrow morning. 
The 


strikers from the west will march to Ni- 
antio, where they will bivouac and hold a 
council and determine upon the work In 
hand.

All Night-Saloons to Close. 


Niantlo, Aug. 12, 10:30 a. m.-(Spe- 


olal)._When the whistle called tbe Nlan 
tic miners to work this morning there 
was a general response; so far as knows 
all the men went into the mine, and coal 
rushed through the chutes during the 
forenoon at a rate which will call for a 
large pay roll, next settlement day. 


The situation here is decidedly mixed. 


It is certain that a large majority cf tbe 
mon wish to continue at work. Many of 
them own their homes and owing to tbe 
dull t*ade which has prevailed in this se?- 
tlon for a year past, are in debt to the 
local merchants. They wish to discharge 
their obligations and the merchants who 
are Illy prepared to stand the strain are 
extremely anxious tbat they should do so. 
A miuers' meeting was held here Satur- 
day nigbt. A vote was taken on tbe 
proposition to strike. It was defeated by 
a vote of 60 to 6. A proposition to de- 
mand an increase of five cents per ton was 
also voted down. It is claimed that the 
strike advocates are men who have been 
discharged from other mines. 


The men are receiving 40 cents per ton 


and the managers claim are earning from 
$3 to $8 per day.' They soem to be confi- 
dent tbat the men will not voluntarily re- 
linquish the wave of prosperity which 
baa struck them, after so long a season ol 
adversity. Among the business men the 
sentiment seems to be In favor of good 
wages for tbe men. All agree that In 
some respects they have not been fairly 
treated in tbe past. Should a strike come 
the mpn who have paid their blllu in the 
past, who are citizens of the town, will 
receive credit, but the larger number 
will be left in bad condition so far as 
credit with the village merchants Is con 
cerned.

tain .evidence in Mr. Grahaih's posses- 
sion should be made.public aud intimat- 
ing that it Kad baen suppressed. ' In 
iris letter District Attorney Graham 
said that he hail not suppressed any 
evidence andv.suid that he hod only re- 
quested the committee not to examine 
the bank officials who are alleged to 
have paid KarclslcJ Interest on public 
money at the,present. This request he 
now withdrew and informed the com- 
mittee that- he was-perfectly willing 
that everything discovered by. tbe ex.- 
perts should bo rundo piiblic with one 
exception. -The exception was the cor- 
respondence which had passed'between 
Auditor General McGainant and him- 
self, which'lie stated, hu did not desire, 
for obvious reasons, to become public 
until tho issue between the city and 
state came to trial, 


After the district attorney's commu- 


nication liail been read, Mr. Ettlng 
arose ancldoniod having made., any such 
statement as had' been Attributed to 
him, and the committee-then proceeded 
with'thi!-examination ot Expert Law- 
rence E. Brown. He testified that the 
entire ileflcioiicy of liardsley to the city 
and state, lifter crediting him with 
(DUD,000 the amount of the duebills in 
the Keystone' bank, was Sij53,8"S5.39. 
He waa requested to give an account of 
all of llari-lsley's- loans and payments 
of public money to individuals, whether 
the money had boon paid back or not. 
Kxpert ilrown testified that .all the 
checks for tliuse loans had been drawn 
on Hurdsloy's personal account, which 
hud mainly bt'i'n made np of deposits 
of public money. 


There was considerable discussion 


among1 tho members of tbe committee 
us to the justice of admitting this evi- 
[lence, somu stating that .they feared 
injustice might bo done to. innocent, 
parties. Mr. Ktting, hpwovorj-said'he

Frederick Douglass dented, In an Inter- 
view yesterday, the itatement that his 
resignation as flaytlon minister was 
requested. ''In no manner," be said,

tion would be acceptable. On the con- 
trary, I hare received only the kindest 
treatment from both the head of the 
government and the department. My 
resignation was tendered on purely 
personal grounds. The labor* at .Hayti 
had become onerous to me, as I 
foresaw would be the case, and 
my resignation therefore followed. At 
the 'time I accepted the ministry to 
Hayti I informed, the president that It 
would only be possible for me to, hold 
the position for two yean, and then I 
should ask to bo relieved. When I was 
here last year 1 stated Co the president 
that I would only 'be "able to stay In 
Hayti one more year. So, you see, 
there was nothing sudden or forced 
about my resignation'at this time." 


Mr. Douglass said he had no com- 


plaints to make against the president 
and the department of state, but he 
considered lie had full cause for griev- 
ance against some others, 'and par- 
ticularly against a number of news- 
papers, for outrageous statements re- 
garding his official work. 
At the 


proper time he proposed to. answer the 
charges. 


The question of color, he said, did 


not, he believed, add to or detract from 
his usefulness as minister to Hayti. On 
the contrary, he believed that his rec- 
ord and long labors for the advance* 
ment of the negro race were a tre» 
mendous help to him. As to hi* future 
plans, Mr. Douglass said lie was going 
to be free once more, to go here and 
there, and to resume many of the lines 
of labor which were snnccred by leav- 
ing the country.

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EVOLUTION OF THE SUMMER RESORT. ! 


Recreation DIsouIsed as Medicine-Southerners the First to 


Pursue Pleasure Franklu—Chances Effected bu 


the War—Recent Developments. 


(Copyright, 1897.) 


So many years ago that the date is 


not exactly known to anyone, but sure- 
ly when humanity was yet young, a man 
found a spring, the water of which 
made for the healing of the ills that 
flesh is heir to. 
Little by( little the 


knowledge of the water's benign power 
spread, and the sick drank thereof. 
After awhile it became customary for 
those who ailed to sojourn near the 
fountain while they used the water. 
And so, when or where we know not, 
the first health resort was established. 
And as the health resort thus brought 
into being was the prototype of the 
modem summer resort, the men who 
found and told the news of this heal- 
ing spring may properly be considered 
the original of an enormously lorg line 
of summer resort boomers. 


So far as the United States at least 


is concerned the summer report pure 
and simple did not exist prior to the 
civil war. A few persons, scattered here 
and there throughout the country, used 
to change their place of living in tiu 
tiot spells of the summer time e\en be- 
fore the century was v.ell advanced 
and before the fifties had passed jt be- 
gan to Le fashionable for a rich mai: 
tci go to Saratoga or to the White Sur 
phur Springs of Virginia in the warn 
weather. KeaUy most of those w ho re- 
sorted to these and similar places did 
so simpl.' to have a good time, just a: 
their successors now go to the thou 
sands of resorts that have since sprung 


no lack of dash and gayety even then. 
Chose were the days of southern chiv- 
alry, when men seemed made for gal- 
antry and women were regarded as 
fragile, angelic beings. They were the 
days of the duello in America, the days 
of the courtly manners, of the stately 
minuet and careful formalities of 
speech; days when it was deemed al- 
most indelicate for a lady to eat heart- 
ily. In those times the short-skirted, 
tennis-playing, bicycle-riding woman 
of to-day would have been sent to Cov- 
entry with scant ceremony. But the 
men sometimes played high and drank 
deep despite their courtly manners and 
tremendous speech. 


During the continuance of the war, 


White Sulphur Springs languished, not 
only because it was comparatively near 
the scene of the struggle, but also be- 
cause the rich planters of the south, 
\\ hose patronage had supported'it, were 
short of funds besides being busy 
fighting for the confederacy. Sarato- 
ga did better, but the character of its 
summer residents underwent a remark- 
able change. In place of the linen-clad, 
ruffie-shirted, panama-hatted, courtly 
southerner, his exotic whes and daugh- 
ters, and his retinue of dusky servants, 
there came the rapidly-enriched gov- 
einment contractor and his like. 
It 


was during this period, perhaps, that 
Saratoga showed its greatest vulgarity 
of display. The contractor was like 
the southern planter in being frank to 


up in all parts of the country. But OR- ' 
tensibly they all went at first "to take 
the waters." 
It was years and years, however, be- 


fore the rich and fashionable American 
could be honest with himself and admit 
that he gave up a portion of each year 
to these places simply for recreation. 
Jn this the American, as in so many 
other instances, simply follow ed in the 
path blamed out by the Englishman, 
Whose earliest notable resort was prob- 
ably Bath, where the watfis were good 
both for drinking and batbi.ig, ami 
where in the last century a 8'-eat F'cas- 
nie resort was established with all the 
accompaniments of fashionable dissi- 
pation characteristic of modern sum- 
mer resoits 
Perhaps it was the >'ew 


Englander w ho w as longest iu franklj 
acknowledging his reasoi.s for visiting 
the Spas, and this was because of his, 
bondage to the Puritan conscience 
which forbade him to devote his time 
and energies to anything so trivial at 


mere recreation. At all events it was 
the southerner who first openly avowed 
the purpose of bis visits to Saratoga 
tod the "Old White " His conscience 
was much less rigorous than that of the 
Puritan's descendants. The southern 
er too in ante-bellum times, was mucl 
more in evidence at both the resorts 
mentioned, for he. much oftener than 
the New Englander, had the necessary 
*noney. His plantations were large 
JBnd very fertile, and they were culti 
wated by slaves so economically that hi 
profits were phenomenal for those days 
( Although the atmosphere of both th 
fOld White" and the Saratoga Springs 
(before the war was undoubtedly some- 
fwrhat less* brilliant than the sir of to 
Bay's most famous resorts, there was 


eclare his purpose in going to 
oga. purelj i ecreative, but he was often 
uite unlike the southerner in being 
vithout polish or comtliness, while his 
vomankintl delighted to display lav- 
shlj the jewels his quick-won wealth 
had purchased. Lil.e the southerner 
,he new Saratoga man sometimes drank 
and gambled to excess, but he did not 
fight duels

But Saratc>D.i is not to-day a "top 
otch" place for smnir.ei recreation 
\fter the v, ra there grew up a distmct- 
\ ely v, ealthj clntb, w hose members are 
now rcU'r.cd to in -New \ork as the 
'our Hundred and everywhere as the 
well set, cspecullj in the older cities, 
belong to families that have been opu- 
ent for generations, and gradually there 
•vohed among them what is now 
aiown nb societj with a capitals. As 
thej improved in culture ami breeding, 
he.. recognized the fact that many of 
the practices au<l much of the displaj at 
Saratoga and Lorg Branch were de- 
cidedlj vulgfir. So, little by little, their 
pationage of these resorts fell off—arid 
Long Branch has not found so many 
otheis is Saratoga to fill their places. 
In the meantime >em,port and Bar Har- 
bor and Lenox and Tuxedo and other 
exclusive resorts w ere established. Nar- 
ragansett Pier, too, was founded to 
meet the requirements of the swells,al- 
though because of the ultra-dashing 
proclivities of the| very swaggerfolk 
who go to Narrasar.sett, it has fallen 
somewhat under the ban of those who 
account themselves the court of last ap- 
peal in matters of social form. 


After awhile the notion that it was 


act exactly wicked to haTe fun during 
a considerable portion of the year be- 


gan to take root in circles other than 
those whose members supported these 
famous resorts. Solid, church-going, 
missionary-supporting citizens who had 
neither the opportunity nor the desire 
to enter the ranks of capitalized so- 
ciety, began to establish resorts for 
themselves. A brushmaker named 
Bradley came into possession of a great 
tract of sandy, barren, pine-grown land 
on the Jersey coast, and he, recognizing 
the growth of the summer resort senti- 
ment am>ng this class, established a 
place called Asbury Park, where those 
who wished to enjoy a few weeks' rest 
by the seashore, undistrncted by the 
whir of the roulette wheel, the demoral- 
izing influences of the turf, the ball 
room and other fashionalble dissipa- 
tions, could go without violating then 
consciences. Ocean Grove, which hab 
since become a great Methodist resort, 
was established at about the same time 
as Asbury Park, and a Httle later Old 
Orchaid, on the coast of Maine—fol- 
lowed by dozens and scores of similar, 
though less pretentious enterprises of 
the same kind—came into being. Noi 
was the establishment of middle-class 
resorts, both religious and—so to spen,« 
—profane, confined to the Atlantic 
coast. Upon the shores of the great 
lakes and the lesser bodies of water, 
in the Alleghanies and the Eockies, on 
the Pacific coast and among the hills, 
north, east, south and west, resorts foi 
whiling away the heated spell sprang up 
in great profusion. 


It was somewhat later thpn the es- 


tablishment of Asbury Park and Ocean 
Grove that the educational summer r» 
sort made its appearance. The Chau 
tauqua encampment, located on 
the 


shores of one of the most bcautifu 1 
lakes in the world, was tlif pioneer es- 
tablishment of this kind, and it _hr.'. 
been followed by many imitators, all of 
\vhich, with very few inceptions, aic 
partially religious as v.ell as educa- 
tional in their aims. For some jears 
the Protestant denominations monop- 
olized this form of summci resort, but, 
u-ithin the decade the Spiritualists ami 
theFree Thinkers established their own 
Chautauquas, and three or four jeais 
ago the Catholics -joined in the proces- 
sion, so that now there me speciallj 
provided middle cla-t. summer resort" 
for persons of all manner of religious 
and-nonreliq-ious te idem ies. 


The evolution of the educational and 


religions resort was l.irgelj contiibuted 
toby the old-'time camp meeting, an in- 
stitution which date? avvaj back to tl'e 
time when, the present oenturj was 
new. 
It was in Kentucky that the first 


camp meet ings were held, and, contrary 
to general belief, it i,ns the Presby- 
terians and not thp Methodists-who held 
them. Camp meeting1-- aie still the only 
summer resorts of many thousands of 
\merican citizens, ard 
an.vone who 


floubts the existence of the old-lime re- 
ligious fervor, chibbec! by some fanat- 
ical, will do iv ell this summer to hunt 
out and attend a religious camp meet- 
Ing held under the auspices of somo 
ultra-evaugehcal sect. Camp meetings 
are to be found in every state, and in 
the near vicinity of every one of the 
great cities in almost if not quite their 
pristine glory and fervency. 


You may have never thought of it, 


but the summer resort of to-day would 
not have been possible at all were it 
not for the modern extension of the 
railway system of the country. Those 
vho could afford to travel long dis- 
tances, paying the charges necessary in 
the old stage coach days, were far too 
few to support resorts even remotely 
approaching the extent and magnifi- 
cence of those which now dot the coun- 
try from ocean to ocean.

BALDNESS CONTAGIOUb. 


New Theory Advanced l>y a. Noted 


French Dermatologist. 


Dr. Sabouraud, in the Annales de 


Dermatologie, believes baldness to be 
contagious and that the most common 
carriers of contagion are barbers' in- 
struments. Starting with the microbio 
01 igin of the disease, he tells us that the 
typical lair of alopecia areata is found 
at the edge of an advancing patch, and 
is a stump of long hair that has re- 
mained in the scalp. It is shaped like 
an interrogation point. Its diameter 
becomes less toward the root and its 
color lost. Utricules that are full and 
closed are found among the sound hairs. 
They are filled with joined strata of 
epidermic cells, and contain in their 
centers, like a larva in a cocoon, com- 
pact clusters of microbes, a pure cul- 
ture of the smallest bacillus known. 
As it grows old it may be one-quarter 
millimeter (0 01 inch) w ide and one- 
half to one millimeter long, and com- 
ma-shaped or bent. The young bacilli 
are a little swollen in the center, and 
their ends are blunt. Eachutricule con- 
tains millions of them. This bacillus is 
regarded as the probable cause of the 
disease.

It was argued that it 


would open avenues for the employment 
of addition al labor qu American soil and 
that the. system of protection as prac- 
ticed jinoe 1861 has increased wages and 
made labor respectable in this oonntry. 
After SO years of protection, in the con- 
sideration of a bill- to revise the tariff 
laws, to argue that ia any general sense 
snob a revision would raise wages would 
have been the merest bosh. 


Protectionists did argue thiit which 


every honest man must admit, namely, 
that a repeal of onr present protective 
tariff Inwp, and a return to a tariff for 
revenne basis, mast operate to reduce the 
wages of the working man; bnt this can 
not in any rational sense be construed as 
equivalent to Buying that to maintain our 
system of protection, which hae been in 
operation for one-third of a century, will 
increase wages: 


The new tariff law has, however, stim- 


ulated industries, and according to the 
best estimates, opened ways and given 
employment, within the last nine months, 
to 500,000 additional laborers in America, 
at infinitely better wogea than was paid 
the labor in Europe which produced the 
articles thut*theee American laborers are 
cow producing here; nnd before its full 
benefits are enjoyed over a million men 
will be employed on American soil mak- 
ing products which before tho MoKinley 
bill was passed were made in Europe. 
Those are the things which protectionists 
predicted the MoKinley bill would bring 
about, and .to ward off the danger the 
fulfillment of theso predictions may be- 
come to the free traders' barren theories* 
he now prooeeds to argne that, because 
there has not been a general rise in 
wages, the oonntry should return to a 
revenne tariff and let European labor 
have the labor on European soil which 
our Amerioan liborora are now doing in 
Amerioan manufactories. There is not a 
free trader on American soil who would 
not rather BOB Amerioun labor begirared 
than surrender a line nf his trrory or ad- 
mit a single demonstrated fuot brought 
oat by the practical workings of protec- 
tion.

Bible conflict between Democratic princi- 
ples and the protection cauee. Seveial 
Democratic representatives, by their votes 
for the same measure, and their explana- 
tions then or afterward of the reason for 
their votes, Bay the same tbing. Repre- 
sentative Bailey, of,Teias, the leader^ 
Ills party in his branch, says a person can 
be a very good Democrat and a very ar- 
dent supporter of protective duties on raw 
materials at tbe same time. A chorus of 
denunciation of MoEnery asd the other 
Democratic protectionists has gone up 
from Democratic papers in different parts 
of tbe country. This abuse will probably 
not hurt MoEnery and bis associates per- 
sonally, bnt it is perilous for tbetr party., 
It Is perilous because their party at this 
time is changing Its base on the tariff 
issue. 


In the Chicago platform of 1896 tbe 


Democrats straddled the tariff in the fash- 
ion which was familiar to tne country 15 
or 20 years ago, bnt which practice the 
Cleveland free trade message of 1887 end- 
ed for a few years. The platform said 
that "tariff duties should be levied for 
purposes of revenue," but it left out the 
adverb "only'," which had been linked 
with tbe other words in many previous 
declarations of principles. Thus duties 
which would give protection as well as 
revenue were sanctioned. Tbe platform 
also declared the party to be "opposed to 
any agitation for further changes In our 
tariff laws" "until the money question is 
nettled." This was almost as palpable a 
dodge of the tar!H question as the liberal 
Republicans made In 1878, when they re- 
mitted the discussion of the tariff to tbe 
people in their congressional districts, and 
refused to make any expression upon it in 
the platform or to talk about It in the j 
presidential canvass. 


This shuffling justifies tbe Democratic 


protectionists in believing that everything 
or anything on the tariff "goes" in the 
Democratic party. This view, moreover, 
la 
Btrengthened by the dodging and 


squirming of tbe Democratic candidate in 
the canvass of 1896 when anybody asked 
him any thing about tbe tariff. Bryan, 
like those who tried to get free trade 
•rotes In 1873 for a high protectionist pres- 
idential candidate, recognized that there 
were "in our miilst honest bnt Irreconcil- 
able differences of opinion with regard to 
tbe respective systems of protection and 
free trade," and he ignored the whole is- 
sue. Tbe same "irreconcilable differ- 
ences" on tbe tariff exist In Bryan's end 
of tbe Democracy today. Nor la there ab- 
solute harmony in the other end of tbe 
party. 
Consequently MoEnery and bis 


protectionist associates are neither isolat 
ed nor frightened. For 30 years before 
tbe war the Democracy leaned pretty 
steadily and 
consistently toward free 


trade. At tbe present time, however, 
that party cannot agree on any great ques- 
tion. The tariff In 1900 is likely to be 
almost as highly charged with dynamite 
for the Democracy as the silver issue was 
In 1896. ^^_

- strange Pension Case Wedded. 


Washington, Aug. 1S.-A very peculiar 


pension case was decided by Assistant 
Secretary of tbe Interior Webster Davis 
yesterday 
The action of the pension bu 


reau was reversed and a pension was 
granted to Stephen A. Harper, late of 
Company E, 3d Kentucky Infantry. 


While Mr. Harper was in the military 


hospital at Somerset, Ky., in November, 
1861, he wan taken sick with typhoid 
fever, and while be was lying unconscious 
on his bed the surgeon in charge directed 
the attendant to place a hot iron at his 
feet 
The iron set the bed clothes on Ore. 


Before the fire was discovered by attend- 
ants the soldier's left foot and ankle were 
very severely hurt, so much so that all 
the flesh was buraed off the heel and tbe 
bones were exposed. Harper was other- 
wise seriously Iniured, and never recover- 
ed. He has been a cripple, with a very 
serious and loathsome running sore in bis 
left leg. By Assistant Secretary Davis' 
decision he will be granted a pension 
from tbe date of filing bis application, 
September, 1891. 


Another Important case of long stand- 


ing In the department which was decided 
by Assistant Secretary Davis today Is that 
o£ Francis M. Richardson, of Company 
F lltb United States infantry, who was 
pensioned at the rate of $4 por month for 
a slight disease of tbe eyes until 1874, 
when he claimed increase to $72 per 
month on account of total blirdness 
Richardson alleged that blindness result 
ed from disease contracted in the line of 
duty. 
Tbe 
evidence 
overwhelmingly 


shows that tbe claimant was a bard 
drinking man. In a flght at St. Joseph, 
Mo., be was struck on the bead. Ery 
sipelas resulted and caused total blind 
ness. T he evidence of the physicians and 
of bis acquaintances) fully established the 
fact, in the assistant secretary's opinion 
that tbe total blindness was caused by 
Brysipelaa resulting from the flght. Th 
claimant is now receiving a pension o 
113 per month under the act of June 27 
1890. Assistant Secretary Davis declines 
to allow the Increase to $73 per month.

In treating of the method of mending 


them it is safe to take'the lieel for a 
model. 
From the leg of an old stocking, such 


as is &ure to be found in yonr basket, 
cut a kite-shaped piece of goods about 
five inches long and four inches across. 
Turning the stocking- wrong- side out 
and lay the kite upon the heel so that 
the long-pointed end runs up the back 
of the leg and the lower rounded part 
is at the base of the heel. 


Run a stout linen thread down the cen- 


ter of the kite, taking large, loose 
stitches. Xow run in the same way 
acrosb the kite-shaped piece, letting the 
thread be very slack. The next step is 
to sew the pateh lightly to the heel by 
fctitching itaround the outside. If deft- 
ly done there will be neither wrinkle 
nor crease to tell the wearer that so im- 
portant an operation had taken plnce.^ 


This is especially useful with chil- 


dren's stockings. 
Boys' shoes are, al- 


most sure to be harsh and ill-fitting-at 
-the heel. This method of renewing the 
heel will be found very useful in such 
cases, «is they can be worn -with perfect 
comfort.—Chicago Tnter Ocean.
